When this comes, the bits will be 


attached to the cable which runs from 
the "bull wheel" at the foot of the

HREE hundred new dwelling houses are 
urgently 
needed 
in 


Reno. If they were available, this number of new residences 
could be rented in a week, and an equal number could be pro- 


vided with tenants each succeeding quarter year. 


An addition of eight or ten blocks is needed to the business dis- 


trict of the city—new buildings, better buildings, more modern build- 
ings for the accommodation of the rapidly growing business interests of 
the city. 


Last week $200,000 of business capital determined not to locate in 


Reno for the sole'reason that it could not find adequate business ac- 
commodations. 
w| 


There is a harvest awaiting a livs, energetic building and loan as- 


sociation, or a number of such institutions, that will start business 
prepared to aid people in securing lots and building houses. 


Unless the demand for houses is partly complied with, at least.-be- 


fore fall, Reno is going to suffer a serious loss in population. Employ- 
ers of labor are already declaring that they cannot much longer hold 
their people who arc living in shacks and tents. 
One concern has 


already lost a number of skilled workmen whom it brought to the 
city, but could not keep because the men could find no accommodations 
for their families. 


For this condition of affairs, two factors are blameable. Capital is 


not showing the interest it should in rentable Reno real estate, and tho 
Southern Pacific and N.-C.-O. railroads arc not providing cars for the 
transportation to Reno of the, building materials that are already In 
such urgent demand. 


Four striking sermons were preach-

houses because we are not in position to\ take care of 
such as we already'have?. 


That is what we will say if we are content to see 


Reno stand still and let her opportunity pass. But if 
we say it we will be a pack of cowards who will richly 
merit the fate-.that will comV'to us. 


The Journal does: not believe for a moment that, any 


:such answer will be'made to the-query, "What are. we 
going to do about it?" 
1 • Instead, The Journal believes that-the people of Reno 
are going to pull together to make of. this place, in the

should be paid to it. We are told by 
many who ihave our welfare,at heart 
to,'avoid the appearance of'evil.' - We 
are familiar with many conventionali- 
ties that guard the reputation.

law grants redress in tho case of slaiik 
der. 
Mothers are exceedingly care- 


ful to instruct their daughters to 
maintain their good, name unsullied:, 
by a. single breath of evil report. 
' 


Reputation and Character. 


"A man's reputation is what the 


•world thinks he is. It may be a fairly 
just estimate-or it may be a mistaken 
one. 
In the long run, probably", a 


man's reputation is apt to be fairly 
indicative of what he is, but there 
have been, and are, striking- examples 
of mistaken judgments. 
On the other 


hand, a man's character is what Jie 
really is. 
It is the way God sees 


him. 
'Man looketh at the outward 


appearance, but God. looketh at the 
heart.' 
Man's judgment may be fair 


or it may be faulty, but God's judg- 
ment is unerring. 


"In view of this difference, to which 


shoul-d one pay most attention? 
To 


reputation or to character? Decided- 
ly, to character. ^ A. moderate • regar,^ 
for reputation may be wisie, ev&m coni- 


mendable, but the troxible with many 
men is,, that nine-tenths of their con- 
cern is for their reputations and one- 
tenth for their characters. The word 
f the' ancient sage is pertinent for all 
imes, all places, all men: 'Keep thy 
heart with all diligence, for out of It 
are the issues of life:' .The heart, the 
soul, is the invisible, but real source o£ 
character. 


"How jealous most men are of their 


reputation! Without 'denouncing this 
care for their: good,name, ought we 
not to consider how much more im- 
portant it is that we should be jealous 
of our character—toihat wo are rather i 
than what we seem to be. Should we 
not prize the approval of God, who 
sees us as we are, above! that "of pur 
fellow men, who may not rightly 
judge us? 
And the supreme way to 


grow in character is to endeavor to 
keep, not so much one'sfoutward ap- 
pearance free from evil,, as the heart 
itself, the soul, the inner-life, pure 
and strong and true. We need not 
tWen worry'/ about our words, 'GUT. 
deeds, and cfcr reputations, for these 
Will largely take care of, themselves."

v.Tales of lost mines are always inter- 
esting, even to the seasoned miner, 
and especially is this true< in this dis- 
trict, jwhcre there are supposed to be 
several bonanzas abandoned years_ago, 
and of which nothing/save legend has 
been:heard.

It would be a sacrilege to consider 


a lost mine anything but a bonanza, 
for it appears that nature or. fate, or 
whatever you might call it, never in- 
tended that a prospector should die 
leaving an unknown quantity behind 
him in the shape of 'a questionable 
hole in the ground. 


But it remained for Joe Danenberg 


to stumble upon a lost mine this week, 
and in this instance it is a bonanza. 
The old working was discovered about 
two mfles 'northeast from St. Louis 
mountain, on the river side of the 
range, and assays from the ore. ex- 
posed show values of $SS3. 


Mr. Danenberg has been prospect- 


ing in that vipinity for, some weeks, 
and while following- an old trail came 
upon a 50-foot shaft around which 
was piled several tons of good-looking 
quartz. The' workings show that they 
have n'ot been operated for. some 
years, yet the shaft was-in good' con- 
dition. Lying near by was an old ipick 
and some other rusty tools, showing 
;that the original owners left some of 
their paraphernalia behind.

.hundred feet and the ledge is Jive feet 
wide, showing a streak of pay ore 


• averaging about eight inches.

find and Mr. Danenberg is now pre- 
paring to begin development and take 
out'the rich ore.

The only clue to the identity ;of the 


oUTworking comes through Dr. George 
X». Keeler, who it will be remembered, 
came'to Searchlight some ten weeks 
aco with the intention of 'embarking 
in the newspaper business. But that 
was not all of Dr. Keeler's mission, for 
it is known, that he spent' several -days 
in the vicinity of St. Louis mountain 
looking for a-4ost mine. Just before 
giving lip tha search Dr. Keeler con- 
fided" to a. News representative that he 
.hiad plans -and directions for finding. 
the mine and: that he would return 
some :day and continue his search. In 
speaking of the incident at that time 
he gave out the following narrative:

.and a quantity of grub which he had 
cached near by. He gave me a map 
of the' ground and I promised to 
search for it; At first I did not pay 
much..attention to the matter, but 
later began -to think that maybe there 
was soire.thSng in it; so when I ua.me 
to Searchlight I went out and made a 
search.

IS HOLDING OUT WELL 


Dago Group Attracting More Attention 


Every Day, and Ramsey-Con. Is 


In the Lime Light

~L. L.-iPatrick, a veteran mining-man 


of Goldfielclj spenit the greater part 
of last week- in this section looking 
after ,his own interests and investigat- 
ing other properties. He owns a group 
of: claims:about four miles from tun- 
ing upon Which the surface showing in 
copper is/ to qtiote.his own language, 
"simply immense.." A^surface trench 
has been run and a dyke. 40 feet wide 
has been exposed for- 500 feet. He has 
had a number of assays made and the 
average from the surface is a pir 
cent in copper. 


He is very enthusiastic in regard

about no doubt by a number of strikes 
scattered throughout the district and 
on properties owned by mining oper- 
ators who are interested in 
many 


other camps in this, and adjoining 
states. Reno, Carson, Goldfield, Tono- 
pah, Salt Lake, Cripple Creek 
and 


numerous other places are represented 
here" and the excellent condition of 
this camp .is reported personally in 
many towns.

values, and bringing it to the top, saw 
it panned, and the result was rather 
astonishing. It carried a very large 
amount o£ gold, some o£ it coarse, al- 
though the sample taken was neither j 
picked nor crushed. .A like sample 
taken from several sacks of the same

The Rocky Hills mine at this time 


is in splendid condition to be worked 
at a large profit, for the reason that 
the development, or "dead work" is 
done, and the product is ready to the 
hand of the rmr.er. The ore is easily 
and inexpensively mined, as it is of 
such a character to offer little re- 
sistance to the pick, and the work- 
ings are so laid out as to include the 
handling 'of ore in the least expensive 
manner. 


The man who has brought these 


conditions about, practically unaided, 
is not optimistic concerning the body 
of high grade ore which is just now 
yielding such rich returns. 


"I am not banking on .that," he 


said, in speaking of the mine. "What 
I am counting on is just what I have 
always had in mind. That is, the low 
grade ore, which I know is there,.and 
have measured, so far as we have 
gone, the extent of. I know what that 
is worth a ton, how much it will cost 
to turn it into coin, and .how much 
there is of it. 


"This rich shoot of ore may last— 


I hope it will—and it may pinch out. 
It may come in again further on, and 
it may never be 
seen 
again. All 


these things,have to be taken into 
consideration, and when it is all said 
and done, it is not the high grade 
propositions that as a rule, make min- 
ing pay." 


The main ledge was picked up Sat- 


urday night by a contractor who is 
running a tunnel from about 150 feet 
up the hill above the tunnel level, and 
this was cut into for some four feet, 
and so far there is no sign of- the 
wall, which demonstrates the value of 
other development work done on the 
same ledge.
